And while, with qnivermg lip 
and fuU heart, we take up the song, " Glory to God 
in the Hghest, and on earth good-will to ratisomed 
slaves and a repentant Nation !" we only half realise 
the meaning of the words," " Maryland is Free;" 
"Louisiana has abolished Slavery;" "InArkansJis 
slaveholding is declared a felony !" "Free Misso'.*i 
greets her sister, Pennsylvania!" These words, these 
fihouts of glorious victory, have rung through the 
land sdnoe the last year opened upon us. How they 
li&vs thrilled our sottls they only can know who have 
battled, through half a life-time, against & gigantic 
systena of wrong supported wid nourished by the State 
and the Church. 

it was in the month of March, 1864, that Arkansas 
adopted, by an immense majority, a Constitution for> 
ever prohibiting slavery. Of the 17,000 votes cast 
in th&t election, only two hundred were in the nega- 
tlTS. And within the last three months, the holding 

selling slaves in that Staie has been judicially de- 
ckrod to be " a crime amounting to a felony/' 

In th&t portion of the old State of Virginia now in 
the p<»seBsion of the forces of the United States, and 
*thder a loyal State government, a Convention wsts

Even the glory of all these triumphs of Liberty is 
eclipsed by one far greater, ■ Henceforward the most 
sacred day in American history, whose anniv^ary 
shall be the Sabbath of oar year, will be the 31st of 
January, 1865, On that day it was decreed by th« 
Congress of the United States, " That the foUowiag 
articles be proposed to t^e Legislatures of the several 
States, as an amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, and, when ratified by three-fourths of 
said Legislatures, shall be valid to all intents and 
piurposes as a part of the said Constitution, yis, : 

ArtkU l2>tKf Section ItL Neither slavery nor in* 
voluntary servitude, except as a punishment far crime, 
whereof the party shall have been duly convictod, 
shall exist within the United States or any place sab- 
ject to their jurisdictioo, 

iSeetion 2d. Congress shall have power to enfort^ 
this Article by appropriate legislation." 

This Amendment, adopted by the Senate, on ^® 
8tli of April, 1864, by a vote of thirty-eight ayes an4 
ax nays,, was fip«.lly approved by the House of Rep- 
resentaiave^pn the 81st, nit., by a vote of 119 ayes 
and 56 nays. 
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The wild applaase which followed the announce- 
menfr of the vote, the shouts of members on the floor, 
jaingUng with the cheers of men and vgmea in the 
gaBeries, Tr&s the acolaim of a Hation ringing 
through its C&|>itol. We wait the voice of the Stat^* 
Legislatures, through whom the people will once more 
spe9ikj pronouncing, as ^e confidently believe, the 
Jint^ doom of American Slavery. And b& we wait, 
our isottls are thrilling with the tumultuous meeting of 
the mfemories of thirty years and the great facts of 
the present hour. We look back to the beginnings 
of our enterprise, so weak in the outward appearance ^ 
so strong in the might of indwelling Truth and Eight- 
eousness. We live again through its days of dark- 
ness and storm ; we clasp again the hand which res- 
cued us when straggling with the waves ; we hear 
again the voice which, in this darkest hour, whispered, 
"Lo! I an -ifdth you' always^ even unto the end." 

Although this one great victory includes our li^sser 
ti'iUmphs, tiesc are worthy of record, as indicating 
tho steps of our National progresa during the year. 

The closing days of the first session of the Thirty- 
Eighth 'Congress will be memorable by the repeal of 
all the statutes providing for the recovery of fugitive 
slaves; by the prohibition of the Domestic Slave 
Trside; and by their decree that henceforward there 
shall be no exclusion of witnesses, on account of color, 
in the Courts of " the United States. With^tKese en- 



aoiiQldnts of rigbteouaness we have, aim, to record ihe 
recent passage, by the Senate, of the Resolntioa givicg 
fiwedom to the wivds and children of colored soldiers. 
The names of those Senators,* by "vrhose persistesot 
efforts these triumphs of freedom were ttoh in Ooa- 
gress, and whose fidelity to the cause of Human Lib- 
erty, through long and weary years when the name 
of abolitionist was odious in the land, have proved the 
Btrength of their devotion to the Right, will here, 
miembered with honor and latitude by the geoaera- 
tions who are to enjoy the peace won through such 
struggles and such triumphs. 

To present a fall record of the progresis which the 
Anti-Siavery cause has made duriag the last yeir, 
would bo to write the history of a Nation in ite -po- 
iitical, social and religious life. That renovating 
process, working steadily in the Nation's heart, 
reveals itself, everywhere around us. We hear il 
in the new inspiration which the pulpit has caught ; 
we read it in the strange and welcome utterance- of 
the press ; we feel it in the atmosphere which pervades 
every social circle and every public £- jjembly. Since 
our last ianniversary, the dying hand of Slavey has 
loosed its grasp of the judicial sceptre of the Ni- 
tion ; and the Angel of Liberty holds and guards it 
how. Beneath that sceptre & black man stands aii

The clti£enslii|j of the 
black man is asserting itself; and kiis rights are de>- 
manciing the respect so long denied them; Our Na- 
tional Government has •wisely <Jeased to aid schemes 
for colonizing a ueefill class of its own citizens ; bud 
h'as jnstly determined that the proteotton of its pass- 
ports shall extend orer^the oolored man, fcqnally with 
the white. The events which have startled and glad- 
dened our souls during the |»&st year, whencontrs^tefl 
with ^e condition of this nation four years a^o, ox« 
o&bd the enthusiast's wildest d^ream of $!>arogr«as. Look- 
ing doTfn the viste. of those four years, what ey© ooold 
have B&on the jnbilaat cdehrations ©f the First of 
Augafit, in the city of Washington and on the soil of 
Sonth CarolHia ?

Some of our own fiillow-laborera have entered this new 
Md, and an diligently and faithfully performing the 
dntiee of Superintendents or Teachers ix| the Sooth, 
oar filling xmport»,nt posts in Freedmen's Aasoct&tioz&t 
iK the North. 

Corre^nding to the moral progress of the State, 
do we find the progress of the Church. Boom at 
which enslaTod millions long knocked, in vain, are 
opened to them now; pulpits, long silent, eloquently 
l^ead their cause ; and eoolesia&tioal bodies no longer 
riven by anti-slavery discussions, admit their claims, 
and demand justice in their behalf. The General 
Conference of the Methodist Church, which assembled 
in this city in May last, amended its Q-encral Rule on 
Slavery, so that it should forbid all slavehoidiag, 
or buying or Belling slaves, by the members of that 
Church. This amendment was adopted by one hun- 
dred and ninety eight, affirmative, against eight, nega- 
tive, votes. Churches of other denominations through 
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that, in th© light of our EsToltttioa, they hut* .rs*d 
tJtkeir p&tt d«»lintqia6ucl^ their preseat dots^eft.

That all theee measures were, in some d#gre% 
efi&oacions, we have cheering evidenoe in the fact th«f^ 
on the 10th of Jannarj, the stockholders.of the Pliilir 
delphia and Darby Baihroad Company nastoixnonsly 
decided ^'th&t no diserimination onght t^ be mede in 
t&e ttse of the pnblic cars^to the eselosion of 
per8(mv siieh ;aa is intended to secure ^ood 

beharionr and general comfort;" and requested their 
Boasd of Directors to adopt such regulations as should 
thereafWr permit colored persons to ride in th^ eims. 
The Bireotors.at once obeyed the wish thus expressed, 
and opened their cars to all oixr oitixens. About ik9 
.»ame time the Man&yunk and Fifth and Sixth Street 
Oon^anies abolished the odious ^tinction upon th^ 
lines; and the Eidge Avenue Company yielded so far 
as to admit colored passengers into some of the oars 
on their road.

W® regret to ©ay th&t, within th^ last few days, the 
Fifth and Sixth Street Company has disgraced itself, 
sad rioi&ted its oharte?) by annoanoing that after th® 
10th iofit., the order admitting colored persons to their 
csa« shi^ be rescinded, except on special cars to be 
appiropriated to their use. 

On the 13th of J annary, a public meeting of citizens 
'ff&s hold ' to discuss the subject, and take farther 
mei^nres respecting it. A very large audieuce as- 
sembled; and the speakers represented nearly all 
elates of our citizens, radical and conservative. The 
expression of opinion was emphatic and unanimous ; 
and from its direct influence, and the labors of the 
Committee appointed as its representative, we antici- 
pate new triumphs over this cruel form of prejudice 
against a large class of our loyal, patriotic citizens. 

Our cit^ railway Companies, feeling, doubdess, the 
pressure of public sentiment, have recently resorted 
to what they call a vote of the people, as a test of this 
question j and instructed their Conductors to receive 
the ballots of all persons riding in the cars, on the 
80th and 81st days of January, upon the question : 
** Shall colored persons be allowed to ride in all the 
cars I" Of these votes, the Conductors were, neces- 
sarily, the inspectors and judges. The Directors 
could not be unaware that the proceeding was a mock- 
ery; it is strange that they could suppose that an

intelligent community Trould be misled by so trsnS' 
parent a delusion. 

There is another b&ttle to be fongbt, lyid oaother 
victory to be ■won, against tMs spirit of prejudice, 
before Philadelphia will deserve the name of a Qm&» 
tian city. In our temples of religion the black man 
is still compelled to kneel ap; Tt from hisfeilow-TrorsMp- 
pers, when they bow in prayer to Him who is " no re- 
specter of peiBons." But there are pulpits here, whose 
occupants are earnest and faithful in rebuke of this 
unchristian practice; and we cherish the hope that 
this bitter fruit of slavery will die with the tree which 
bore it. 

The work of our Society, during the past year, has 
been, in common with all Anti-Slavery Associations, 
to exhort and entreat the Nation to cleanse itself 
thoroughly from its sin of oppression, and leave noi 
stain upon its banner. We have memorialized Con- 
gress ia behalf of the Constitutional Amendment; 
and also petitioned that body to "require, as a condi- 
tion of the return of the revolted States to the Union, 
the adoption of a Eepublican form of . Government, ia 
so far as this : t]hat there shall be no distinction in ths 
conditions of citizenship, or the rights of citiaeos, 
bstsed on the existence or non-eKisteuce of African 
blood." A portion of our funds has, as usual, been 
devoted to the circulation of the National Anti-Slavery 
Standard, and the Liberator. We have carefully 
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Wi^ed €*eli ttational erent, in ite infitieiKJ© upon ^« 
slare's interests; joyfally according honor to tho 
S^Tgrstment, for every deed done for freedom. 

TiK^ rc^l nature of tho struggle in irhich the abolition* 
ifUf h&\v hem engaged during the last thirty yesrs, is 
mw better underBtood hj the people of the United 
St^es than erer before. God's voice, in the thnnders 
of war, hafi pierced deaf ears ; His lightnings haTQ 
Eashed into closed eyes, which would neither hear nor 
see outraged humanity, in the person of the American 
dvre. At la£t, the nation is learning that in the rights 
of the fiiare their own were represented ; and that m 
his cause was lost or won, humanity was vanquished 
or vidtorioas. For there has been nothing new in our 
contest but its form. It is the old battle between 
Bem^uracy and Aristocracy, waged in every land, 

bequeathed from bleeding sire to son," through 
countless generations. On one side, the rights of 
Han, as Man ; on the other, the usurped privileges 
d tyrants. The shock of the conflict has upheaved 
Idagdoms and overturned thrones ; its fury has de- 
stroyed nations ; and the "^orld has resounded with 
shouts of its victors and the cries of its vanquished. 
Xn this country, for more than a quarter of a century, 
its combatants have been the slaveholders and their 
allies cn one side, and on the other the Abolitionists. 
On one side was the denial of man's inalienable right 
to fe^dom J on the other, its absolute assertion. In 
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tMd struggle life pledged otimlm ^ tike qm of B^ottl 
weapans alone, finnly believing in I'h.mT potter to gftia 
tui^ new conquest in the long ■«'s,rfare. This faith 
•tnd justified wten, in the aotttinn of 1^0, the 
gtoemted public opinion of the Northerfi Sfe&tee issued 
i&s mandate to the Slate PoWerj— " Thtts far feh&U 
thou gOj arid no farther and the South shriekedj la 
anger slid ill-cont^eftled terror, " The Gbveminent in 
in the hands of Abolitionists } treirill dissolto the 
Union \" In the yew 1858 the Attorney Gei^er&l 
the TTnited States aniiouneed : " If there be »ny par* 
pose ihore fixed than another in the mind &t the 
I^resident &nd those -with whom he it accustomed t>Ot 
consult; it is-that the dangerous element of AbolitioSL- 
ism, tmder whatever guise or form it may present 
itself, shall be crushed out, so far as his administration^ 
is concerned." And throughout the length and br«adtlt 
of the land, the people cried, "Amen ! so let it be j'* 
and Churoh, and State, and mob ; pulpit, press, said 
drawing-room, were eager rivals in the execution of 
this purpose. In 1864, one of the leading Journals of 
our enemies thus testifies to the result of the struggle ; 
" Is it not a fact that the Abolitionists command, all 
the power of the North ? It is. Is it not a fact that 
we Democrats are unable to wrench that power out of 
their hands 1 It is. Is it not a fact that the power 
of the South must, per force, give way to the power 
of the North? It is. And is it not a. fact thai th© 
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Abalitiouiits aie determined to ceurry out their princi- 
ple as first conecived by tbemselTe©, aad as cow eo- 
foroed on tbe entire country by the resolve of the 
rebels to subdue the North? It is. It is, therefore, 
& fact, that slavery is doomed. We, the Democracy, 
do aot like this ; but ouJ dislike can effect nothing. 
There are facts before ns, and, nolens valens^ we must 
accept them. The AbolithnisU have won the game J' 

In this result we see only the triumph of principles ; 
of Truth over Falsehood, of Right over Wrong ; a 
victory which will be universal, because " the earth is 
the Lord's," aad He is " the Governor among the 
Nations." " Hi^ right hand, and His holy arm^ hath 
gotten BLim this victory." 

Bright shines the Star of Hope on our new year. 
AlliR not yet won for Freedom ; but each day, dawn- 
ing with new victories, foretells the sw^iftly approach- 
ing hour when American Slavery shall give up the 
ghost. Llinoie, Maryland, Rhode Island, Massachu- 
setts, West Virginia, Pennsylvania, New York, Michi- 
gan, Missouri, Maine, Ohio, and Virginia, have 
ratified its doom.* 

All honor to Maryland, "who so recently washed her 
robes, and received her consecration at the altar of 
Liberty ! Her eager hand was the first to ecise the 
pen to sign this death-warrant, though while, vflth

To4&y, 
the Providettoe of Qod gives th® Nation another op- 
|>orttinity to demde tkiji momentoui question, and to 
r«U-ieve, partially, the mittftkes of the p&st. With 
ik« l«iiOM of csigkty ye&rs to 'warn &nd guide them, 
witli ti)« coQiciottsneM t^at the extraordinary power 
which reside! in the Federal Government to-day, will 
toon paM firom it, perhapi never to return, will they 
repeat the error of the fathert, and fail to establiih 
ttrnversal liberty, and hedge it about with every posfi- 
Ue defence t If they have road those lessons ; if they 
are sot deaf to the voioe of God in hit wamings, and 
ififiezksible to the mercy which gives them this opportu- 
mty of salvation, they will require of every revolted 
State which would return to this Union a form of 
State Government which shR.Il secare, by his own right 
of Euffragej the liberty of tbo black man. Only vnth 
ilih "^faapQa in Lis hand can he be safely left in a 
oommttnity of proud, defe&te-<l tyrants, bo recently his 
•ET^tcrB. Now the United States caii protect him with 
its militiiry po^er. The momcrxt thut those revolted 
States Sire admitted into the Union, he must pass 
imdar the control of their governments, and the shield 
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of Federal aathority ears no longtr oom© betwm Mia 
and the cruel oppreifion which, in ooantlefts fomi, 
they may inflict, without reducing him to chattel 
*kYery. In cnfranchisiDg a race, m reitoriag the 
liberty it hw »o long wickedly irithheld, the It»t!va 
ii turely under the highest obligation to re«tore with 
it that safeguard of freedom which it regerdf as to 
necessary to the protection of its white citiieiis. In 
its hour of repentance and restitution, a noble and 
generoiL, People would hasten to offer every atone- 
ment in its power, and would mourn orer the impassi- 
bility of full reparation. 

We rejoice to believe that in both Houses of C6n- 
gress there are men who will orge the Nation to the 
full measure of its dtitj in this respect ; and we record, 
with pleasure, the fact that the necessity of protecting 
the enfranchised slave with the suffrage, has been ablj 
and eloquently defended bj a Representative of our 
own State and city.* 

We rejoice, too, that among the daily joumaU of 
our city there are Btaunch champions for Freedom, and 
the rights of man, irrespective of color. Of these, 
the FrcMf the Kort?i ArnaHcan, aud the Evming 
Bulletin^ deserve honorable notice. 

The duty Trhich yet remtdnc for the abolitionists to 
perform, is to eiand tt their posts s little loDjje?,
